GOING WELL 


Prospectuses for, the Shell 
500 have now been sent to 
‘clubs and organisations all 
over New Zealand and the 
early indications are that in- 
terest is high. 

The Shell 500 committee has 
received a letter from The 
Secretary of the Ministry of 
Transport supporting their ef- 
forts made in organising a 
competition of this kind and 
offering assistance in planning 
a suitable road route. 


The Ministry says that the 
accent on good driving atti- 
tudes and defensive driving 
will do much to encourage 
road safety. 

The entire route of the Shell 
500 reliability trial has now 
been planned and covered; 
subject to confirmation the 
total distance is 504 miles. 
Time allowed for meal breaks 
amounts to five hours for four:
